Total sales in March amounted in money to Id per 
cent. less than in March, 1930; the corresponding 
figure for February was a decrease of 6:1 per cent. and 
for January an increase of 0-3 per cent. It should be 
noted, however, that the food department, in which 
there has been such a marked fall in values during the 
past year, had a greater relative importance in th 
returns for February and a yet greater importance 10 
March than it had in January. With a view to con- 
sidering separately the sales of departments other than 
food, the percentage changes for all such departments 
together have been included in the table as well as th 
fisures covering the total sales. It will be seen that 
excluding food, sales in March were 4-7 per cel

These 
increases are understood to be due to the difference ! 
the date of Easter in the two years, which had the 
effect of throwing the pre-Easter trade into Apr!

Some merchants report increased sales compared with this 
time last year. Farming conditions have improved owing 
to favourable weather. 

The Transvaal gold output in March (26 working days) 
was 910,998 fine ozs., valued at £3,869,673, compared with 
889,370 ozs., valued at £3,777,804, in March, 1930 (also 
26 working days). The native labour supply decreased from 
209,777 to 207,239. <A slight improvement is reported on 
the diamond market. 

Total earnings by railways and harbours for the year 
ended March 31 were £28,674,402, or £3,120,150 below the 
estimate, compared with £30,916,377 for the previous year, 
This year’s railway earnings are based on an estimate of a 
weekly average of £473,000, as compared with £518,000 last 
year, 


MairzeE, Woo, SKINS, Evc. 


The local maize market is lifeless, but prices are fairly 
steady. Exports of maize and maize products in March 
amounted to 45,320 bags, making 6,379,268 bags for the 
season. The second official estimate of the new crop js 
16,882,000 bags, being 269,000 bags below the first estimate, 

The local wool markets remain fairly firm for the super 
types of combing wools, but the shorter washing descriptions 
are somewhat difficult of sale. The combing season has 
practically ended and short wools are now arriving in in- 
creasing quantities. Competition is fairly general, Bradford 
and France being the largest buyers. 

A somewhat quieter tone has developed on the Port Eliza- 
beth mohair market, the principal buyers having satisfied 
their immediate needs, and prices show a weaker tendency. 
Little fine quality hair has been carried over from the old 
season, but a fairly large supply of average firsts is on hand. 

Sheepskins have fallen about 10 per cent. since the end 
of March, values then being considerably above the overseas 
parity. Coarse wooiskins and pelts have declined about a 
halfpenny. Cape skins and goatskins are unchanged. Hides 
have been very firm owing to a scarcity of supplies, but are 
now easier and lower prices are expected. 

No improvement has taken place in ostrich feathers: 
whites and feminas are difficult of sale, while there is a fair 
demand for blacks, drabs and tails at unchanged prices. 

Wattle bark is firmer; extract is unchanged. 

Exports of deciduous fruit in March totalied 508,100 
hoxes, making 1,649,213 boxes for the season, «gainst 
2,181,614 boxes for the corresponding period last year. 

[Industries generally remain depressed. Some boot fac- 
tories are still working full time, but orders have eased off 
considerably. A little improvement has occurred in the 
building trade at Johannesburg; otherwise there is no 
change to report. The soft goods trade is a little brighter.

The falling off in the demand for gold and silver jewellery, 


as indicated by figures given in the Report, is more apparent 
than real. Between 1920 and 1929 there was an enormous 
increase in the manufacture of real jewellery within the 
country—which now supplies at least 75 per cent. of the 
demand in the genuine jewellery classes from national 
factories. The case of imitation jewellery is different; for 
in this class there 1s no local manufacture. For this type 
there is usually a good demand, which varies with the 
prosperity of the country.

COUNTERVAILING DUTIES ON UNITED 
KINGDOM SILK AND ARTIFICIAL SILK GOODS 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 28, 1929, page 644, respecting countervailing duties on 
manufactures of silk and artificial silk imported into the 
United States from Great Britain, it should be noted that 
according to Treasury Decision [T.D. 44742], dated 
March 25, 1931, it has been held that countervailing duties 
are also leviable on made-up articles of silk or artificial silk 
on the ground that excess drawbacks paid in the United 
Kingdom on exportation of these goods constitute a bounty 
under Section 303 of the United States Tariff Act. The

The British Engineering Standards Association have just 
issued a British standard specification for fixed-running and 
self-oiling steel tub wheels and axles for use in mines. 

This Spe lication has heen based on the replies received 
to a questionnaire circulated to collieries to ascertain the 
existing position, which showed that there were over 3,000 
tvpes and sizes in use. ‘These have been reduced in the 
present Sper ication to 25. The replies received showed that 
fixed-running wheels were used in 90 per cent. of the tubs 
in use, while of the other types 52 per cent. were of the 
self-otling type. ‘These two types have therefore been pro- 
vided for in the specification, there being 17 fixed-running 
wheels ranging in size from 8 to 15 in. and 8 self-oiling 
wheels ranging in size from 10 to 17 in. 

The replies to the questionnaire also showed that curved 
spokes were used in 80 per cent. of the wheels in use and 
as this type of wheel facilitates casting it has been adopted. 
The wheels have been standardised for use with axles with 
round ends but, in order to provide for the practice in 
certain of the coalfields, provision is made for these to be 
varied to permit of the use of axles with square ends. 
Sixty-two per cent. of the wheels used were found to be 
made of cast steel and 36 per cent. of manganese steel. 
Alternative specifications for these materials have therefore 
heen included A specification has also been included for 
the steel for use for the axles.

THE COTTON INDUSTRY 
GOVERNMENT POLICY 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday Mr. Remer asked 
the President of the Board of Trade it he could state the 
policy ot the Government with reference to the cotton 
industry; and if that policy will involve legislation or 
financia! assistance. 

Mr. W. Graham, in reply, stated that a meeting of the 
Joint Committee of Cotton Trade Organisations was held 
on April 9 to consider certain resolutions, of which the 
most important was one dealing with the question of the 
adjustment of productive capacity to demand. The resolu- 
tion ended with a proposal that an investigator or investi- 
gators should be appointed, with statutory powers of 
inquiry, whose duty it would be to secure information for 
the use oO] the Kxecutive of the Joint Committee in pre- 
paring a scheme for maintaining a closer relation between 
capacity and demand. 

This resolution has been referred to the Central Com- 
mittees of the various organisations both of employers and 
operatives which are represented on the Joint Committee, 
with a request that it should be considered and a decision 
reached upon it as Soon as possible. It will then be possible 
for the Joint Committee to take a vote by organisations 
on the resolution. Until this has been done, it would be 























inappropriate for H.M. Government to express an opinion 
on the questions to which the resolution gives rise. 


STANDARDISATION 
RESULTS OF THE CONFERENCE
